an amendment to Article 2 of the consti- 
tution, into which the meeting at once

It was decided by a formal vote that al! 
/eclubs desiring to become members of the 
general federation must make application 
through their presidents to the president 
of the genera! fedération; that po sectarian 
or political test shall be applied to any 
club; that a club must have been organized 
One year prior to the next biennial meet- 
ing before its application shall be con- 
@idered; that no secret society will be ad- 
@iltted to membership and that no club 
Shall be admitted within 6 days of the 
Wert biennial session. 

The resolution concerning the annual 
Gues precipitated a long discussion. 

It was resolved and carried that the an- 
nual dues of clubs of less than 2% members 
Shall be 2.60. 

This resolution also provided that the 
es of clubs of 25 and less than 100 mem- 
bers shall be 10 cents per capita: of 100 
and jess than 200 members, $10 a year; of 
clubs of more than 200 members, 5 cents 
per capita. 

This disproportion in the assessments cre- 
ated so much dissatisfaction among the 
members of the small clubs and their 
friends that the matter was laid over until 
Monday.

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| Kear View of the Women's Convention 
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The sale of books of 50 tickets to the 
WoNd's Fair stockholders for $12.50. or at 
the rate of B cents each, which has been 
going on for two and one-half days, was 
ordered stopped Saturday morning. 

The reason for the order was the failure 
of the national commission to approve the 
action of the board of directors of the Ex- 
position company in authorizing the sale. 
The national commissioners took the stand 
that the privilege granted the stockhoiders 
was actually a stubstitute for a dividend, 
and to that extent gave them a lien on the 
receipts of the Fair. 

This, they claimed, was in violation of 
the agreement on which the government 
made the loan of $4,600,000, taking as secur- 
ity a Hen on the receipts of the Fair. 

The World's Fair management does not 
agree with this view of the matter, but is 
compelled to bow to the decision of the 
national commissioners. 


National Commissioner Takes Stand This Would Actually Be 
a Substitute For Declaring a Dividend—Ssle of Tickets 
ls Ordered Stopped Instanter. 


One of these commissioners told the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday morning that it was 
probable that the two bodies would reach 
a compromise agreement, and that the sale 
of stockholders’ books would be resumed. 
He refused to venture a prediction as to 
the probable terms of the compromise. 

Judging from the complaints that have 
been received by the World's Fair man- 
agement, stockholders will not hold a meet- 
ing of indignation as a result of the order 
discontinuing the sale of the half-rate 
books. While many of the books have been 
sold, the many stockholders are loud in their 
complaints that they are not being shown 
any favors, when all the circumstances 
are known. They point out that while they 
may purchase tickets at 25 cents each, 
others may purchase them at 138% cents 
each. They get 50 tickets for $12.50, but 
anybody, by buying another kind of book 
may get 184 tickets for $25.

“The constitutional, statutory and com- 
mon law inhibition,” says the attorney- 
Feneral, “against monopolies, combina- 
tions and pools is a part of the well ree- 
ognized police power of a government, 
and when judicial sanction is given this 
respondent (Terminal Hallroad Associa- 
tion) to ebtain absolute control of the 
management of the St. Louis Bridge 
Terminal Ratllway Co., and to dietate, 
formulate and maintain the charges and 
tolls to be paid, en account of railroad 
traffic passing over its lines, it bestows 
upon respondent a power and “right 
which is denied to it by Section 5 of 
Article 12 of the constitution above re- 
ferred to. Inasmuch as it in effect elim- 
inates the whelesome effect that this 
constitutional provision necessarily as- 
serts over respondent’s business affairs.” 

“8. The court overlooked the fact that 
while the respondent as a railroad com- 
pany had the right under the statutes to 
construct and maintain its terminal plant, 
the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co. also had as much right to 
construct its terminal plant, and that when 
these two plamts have been established. re- 
Fardless of whether the latter had at the 
time of tha agreement operated a single car 
or engine, there is no statute authorizing 


appointment of a committee whose duty it 
shall be to prepare and submit to the Par- 
liament a practical plan for the orgatmiza- 
tion of a permanent World's Press Far- 
llament. 

This committee will consist of President 
Francis and Secretary Stevens of the 
World's Fair, the chairman and the vice- 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the Press Partiament,,the president and 
secretary of the orgamization, and Walter 
Williams. 

The resolution was adopted after M. McD. 
Botk'ins of Dublin had male an earnest 
speech in advocacy of the permanent or- 
ganization, urging it chiefly as a golden 
opportunity for progress toward the perma- 
nent peace of the world. In discussing the 
value of published truth, he compared 
American and English newspapers. The 
former, he said, told the truth, all the 
truth and sometimes more than the truth, 
while the Engl'sh papers were glven to 
telling less than the truth. He thought the 
former plan the better one. The liberty of 
the press, he said, was one of the important 
world-movements, and there should be a 
permanent press parliament which would 
keep nations and kings face to face. This 
Exposition, he said, was the world's great- 
est triumph of peace, and yet it cost less 
than one little war which would pile the 
green and fertile earth with corpses.“ 

Ino Herado, a Japanese journalist, re- 
ceived an ovation at the conclusion of a 
short talk on journalistic conditions in 
Japan. He related incidents to illustrate 
his contention that difficulties of Japanese 
journalists were greater than those of 
any of their- brothers in the profession, 


and said he had little hope of improve- 
ment until the present Japanese jdio- 
graphic characters were supplanted by 
those of a less complicated alphabet. 

At the conclusion of his address Sir 
Hugh Gilzean-Reid, president, grasped his 
hand warmly and thanked him, at the 
same time expressing congratulations to 
Japan upon the progressiveness of its 
journalists. 

Leo Nobokoff. representative of Russian 
ournals, favored a permanent Press Par- 
lament, and urged that its next session 
be held in Moscow. He said the Russian 
empire was greatly hamdicapped by the 
lack of a free press, end he thought the 
holding of a World's Press Parliament at 
Moscow would do much toward improving 
that condition. He received hearty ap- 
plause. 

The meeting Friday night was held in the 
Hall of Congresses. H. von Kupffer, editor 
of the Lokal Anzeiger of Berlin, spoke be- 
fore the opening of the evening session on 
the contrast between the World's Fair and 
the war in the far East. In the one, he 
said, the nations of the globe are striving 
in the rivalry of peace; in the other, for 


warlike supremacy. 

Joseph R. Fisher of the Belfast (Ireland)
